"Reminder of meny episodes of esrly Oregon occurred Oct. 

4, 1918, st the death of Mianda Bailey Smith, widow of Sidney 
Smith, 9 member of the Peori® party of young men who stsrted for 
Oregon in 1859. 

"Mrs. Smith died in Chehslem Valley at the age of nearly 
90 years. Her marriage took place in 1846. 

"Sidney Smith was 9 friend and employe of Ewing Young, who 
headed the enterprise that brought Mexicsn esttle to Oregon, from 
Celifornis in 1837. 

"Young's death in Feb. 1841, started the movement for the 
provisional government consummated in 1843, for nrobsting o? his 
estate. The great oak tree on his grave was olsnted in an corn 
by Mr. send Mrs. Smith before their marriage. 

"The husband was a member of the American narty at Chamnoeg. 
He died Sept. 18, 1880. He spent most of his life on his farm in 
West Chehalem, purchased by him from the estste of Ewing Young. 

"His wife was 9 daughter of Daniel Dodge Beiley, who brought 
his family to Oregon in 1845, by way of Meek's cut-off. The family 
arrived in Chehalem Valley badly worn »nd bedrageled end vere be- 
friended by Sidney Smith, who geve them the use of his cabin.”

"sidney Smith was born in Amsterdam, New York, October 2, 
1809. He was the son of Captain John S. Smith, who served in 
the Vermont Dragoons in the War of 1812, and was the grand-nephew 
of Ethan Allen. 


"In 1833, Smith went to Ohio, and from there in May, 1839, 
he joined a company of young men -- known as the Peoria Party -- 
bound for Oregon under the leadership of Thomas J. Farnham. 


"Smith worked for a while at the Methodist Mission, for a 
dollar a day. He left the Mission in 1839 and made his home with 
Ewing Young for two years. In February, 1841, Young became 111; 
and died. 


"Smith purchased the possessory right to all the land 
claimed by Ewing Young, comprising the whole of Chehalem valley, 
and all of his unbranded cattle, for a sum between two hundred 
and three hundred dollars. 


"In the fall of 1845, a Mr. Bailey and his family, hav- 
ing just crossed the plains, came to stay with Smith until they 
could settle on an adjacent claim. 0n August 2 of the following 
year Smith was married to Miss Mianda Bailey, one of the daughters. 


"In the gold rush he went to California, leaving his wife 
and one child. He was forced home by an attack of scurvy, but 
brought three thousand dollars in gold dust with him. 


"Smith became one of the merchants at Lafayette, which in 
1852 was an important center of political and commercial activity. 
He became eventually a wealthy man, and gave his children op- 
portunity for the best education available st that time. 


"His death occurred September 18, 1880, and he was 
buried in the Masonic cemetery at Lafayette."

This small cemetery is at the northeastern 
end of McMinnville along OR. Hwy. 99W. 
Because of the heavy volume of traffic, it is 
best approached as if from Portland and 
heading towards downtown McMinnville. The 
cemetery is on the righthand side of the 
highway, marked by a flagpole and three large 
oak trees. Park in the Farmers Market 
parking. The small burial area is enclosed 
by a low wall with a pedestrian gate. There 
is a memorial plaque marking this sad 
remnant. A 1967 survey recorded 15 known 
burials but the plaque states that about 25 
are believed buried here. The compiler found 
5 markers, of which 3 were intact. It is on 
the Madison Malone DLC #49, OC #106. (23 
August 1994) (Not shown on McMinnville 1957- 
92 USGS Quad. map.)

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The Lafayette Masonic Cemetery welcomes you. 
Many things have happened since last Decoration Day. 


Last May 2020 the cemetery was closed because of major vandalism to 30 4 Headstones and the loss of a 
huge tree. The Trustees of the Cemetery decided it was-just wasn't appropriate to open the LMC until the 
tree was removed and a repair plan was created to start repairing the vandalism. 


After May 2020 the tree was removed and a plan for the repairs of the markers was created and approved 
by the LMC Trustees. 


Fundraisers were started and a very nice family donation of $1000.00 was gifted. The fundraisers raised 
money for a security camera system and a self propelled weeder. An 18 feet tripod was purchased for the 
use of lifting the toppled stones. 


Thanks to Historic Preservation Northwest from Albany Or. HPNW are wonderful and knowledgeable 
when it come to preservation concerns for our pioneer cemeteries. 


We started 2021 on the right track to slowly and safely start repairing markers. 


Since then much has happened. 


13 markers have been repaired. Out of those 13 repaired stones there were a few that were re vandalized 
in the winter. This was very frustrating. 


I have submitted to the State of Oregon a Grant for continued headstone repairs. Sometime in June we 
will find out if we were awarded funds. 


If we are awarded a grant from the State of Oregon this would repair around 15 more stone markers. After 
those repairs we will re address what stones are left to repair and come up with a finalized repair plan that 
hopefully could be completed by 2022-23. 


There is a Facebook page, internet page, and an ongoing GoFundMe Fundraiser for broken stones in both 
the Mmc and Lmc. Please contact me at the below email address for more information. 


Lastly please take some time at our flag pole. For the first time in over 20 years Old Glory is waving 
proudly in honor of our interred.
